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Coming  City 
Budget  Cuts 
Will  be  Felt 
In  Glen  Park

Glen  Park  is  expected  to  withstand 
the  first  round  of  expected  budget  cuts 
in  City  services  almost  unscathed,  but 
officials  warn  that  come  fall  the  outlook 
could  be  much  gloomier.  Faced  with  an 
unprecedented  deficit  hovering  near 
$350  million.  Mayor  Willie  Brown  is 
developing  a  spending  plan  for  the  City's 
new  fiscal  year  starting  July  1  that  at 
this  point  will  include  service  reduc- 
tions, layoffs  and  a  slew  of  fee  hikes  for 
everything  from  parking  tickets  to  pic- 
nic reservations  in  City  parks. 


Muni  fares  are  set  to  go  up  Sept.  1 . 
unless  the  Board  of  Supervisors  halts 
plans  to  raise  the  cost  of  Fast  Passes, 
cable  car  rides  and  single  adult  fares. 
Just  where  the  cost-cutting  ax  will  fall, 
however,  has  yet  to  be  determined.  The 
mayor  must  present  his  proposed  bud- 
get to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  June 
1 .  The  board  then  has  two  months  to  tin- 
ker with  the  plan  and  adopt  it. 

"My  biggest  concern  is  that  we  main- 
tain the  district  services  that  people  rely 
on,  whether  that's  street  cleaning,  park 
maintenance.  Health  Center  No.  1  (on 
17th  Street  in  the  Castro),"  said  District 
8  Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty.  who  repre- 
sents Glen  Park.  I  am  committed  to 
doing  everything  possible  to  prevent 
neighborhood  service  cuts.  But,"  he 
added,  "I'm  also  realistic,  and  will  not 
promise  that  there  will  be  no  cuts."

City  Planners 
Want  Ideas  for 
Improvements 
In  Glen  Park

The  Glen  Park  Community  Planning 
Process  is  under  way  after  initial  sput- 
ters. The  San  Francisco  Planning  Depart- 
ment is  pleased  to  announce,  finally,  that 
we're  about  to  begin  an  interactive 
process  to  address  some  of  the  planning 
issues  facing  the  heart  of  this  commu- 
nity. Getting  the  project  rolling  has  taken 
what  seems  like  a  particularly  long  time. 
Since  you  heard  from  us  last  fall,  we've 
signed  contracts  and  begun  work. 

In  partnership  with  the  Glen  Park 
Association,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  and  BART,  the  Planning  Depart- 
ment applied  for  a  planning  grant  from 
Caltrans  quite  some  time  ago  to  address 
some  of  the  neighborhood  planning 


issues.  We  received  word  we  had  been 
awarded  the  grant  in  mid-2002  in  which 
Caltrans  will  provide  $80,000  in  funds. 
BART  will  provide  $15,000  in  match- 
ing funds,  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  will  provide  $5,000  in  match- 
ing funds  and  the  Planning  Department 
is  providing  $20,000  worth  of  planning 
services. 

To  assist  with  the  community  plan- 
ning work,  an  excellent  consultant  team 
has  been  hired.  If  you  have  been  fol- 
lowing either  the  Balboa  Better  Neigh- 
borhoods planning  effort  or  the  Visita- 
cion  Valley  effort,  you  will  know  that 
we  have  gotten  the  best  possible  con- 
sultant team.  EDAW  is  the  lead  firm  and 
will  be  working  on  urban  design  in  coor- 
dination with  Allan  Jacobs.  Nelson/ 
Nygaard  is  the  transportation  planning 
firm.  Arup  is  the  engineering  firm  and 
Strategic  Economics  will  be  doing  the 
economic  planning. 

The  team  will  do  the  work  in  part- 
nership and  in  full,  direct  discussion 
with  the  Glen  Park  community.  This

The  Glen  Park  Marketplace  got  a 
thumbs-up  from  the  Board  of  Permit 
Appeals  on  April  23  when  the  board 
voted  to  deny  the  opponents'  final  appeal 
of  approvals  for  the  project.  At  issue 
was  the  parking  variance  triggered  by 
the  combined  square  footage  of  the  gro- 
cery store  and  the  library.  Neither  entity 
would  have  independently  required  or 
desired  parking.  Wending  its  way 
through  the  City  departments  and  com- 
missions involved  in  the  review  and

This  will  require  perseverance  in 
the  form  of  many  meetings  with  Depart- 
ment of  Parking  and  Traffic  officials  and 
an  open-mindedness  toward  alternatives.

A  big  THANKS  to  all  the  volunteers 
who  worked  with  the  Friends  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park  in  2002.  All  together  they 
put  in  555  volunteer  hours  of  weed 
pulling,  brush  cleaning,  plant  propa- 
gating and  planting.  Their  help  has  made 
a  big  difference  in  the  canyon. 

The  Friends  volunteers  participate 
for  many  different  reasons.  Most  of  the 
volunteers  simply  enjoy  being  outside 
and  working  in  the  fresh  air.  Among  the 
extra  benefits  are  a  healthful  workout, 
the  companionship  that  develops 
between  volunteers  and  the  good  feel- 
ing of  making  a  contribution  that  ben- 
efits the  neighborhood. 

I  enjoy  a  personal  reward  in  seeing 
some  of  the  many  plants  and  animals 
that  a  person  might  not  notice  on  a  walk 
through  the  park.  For  example:  we  were 
clearing  away  eucalyptus  debris  from 
one  of  our  wet  and  windy  winter  storms 
and  found  a  Southern  Alligator  Lizard. 

The  San  Francisco  variety  is  quite 
beautiful  with  brilliant  colors  of  red. 
black  and  white.  It  looks  very  much  like 


with  Jean  Conner 

a  fine  piece  of  beadwork.  This  5-  or  6- 
inch  lizard  was  named  after  an  alliga- 
tor because  of  its  long  slender  shape.  It 
lives  up  in  the  grassland  area  of  Glen 
Canyon  Park,  not  in  the  stream  or 
swampy  areas.  The  lizard  is  out  and 
about  from  March  to  November.  Egg 
laying  takes  place  from  May  to  August 
and  the  young  will  hatch  in  about  two 
months.  What  tasty  things  do  they  eat? 
The  best  on  the  menu:  sow  bugs,  snails, 
beetles  and  spiders. 

On  the  morning  that  we  found  the 
alligator  lizard  the  volunteers,  with  help 
from  the  Natural  Area  gardeners,  cleared 
out  Five  truckloads  of  eucalyptus  bark, 
branches  and  leaves.  Removing  all  the 
growth-inhibiting  eucalyptus  debris  will 
allow  native  plants  and  their  seeds  to 
receive  more  sunlight  and  water.  They 
will  have  a  better  chance  to  reproduce. 

I  hope  to  see  you  at  the  4th  Annual 
Nature  Fest  presented  by  the  Friends  on 
Sunday,  June  8. 1  can't  promise  you  an 
alligator  lizard  but  there  will  be  lots  to 
see  and  do.

The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  Park 
will  present  the  4th  Annual  Nature  Fes- 
tival at  the  Silver  Tree  building  in  Glen 
Canyon  Park,  beginning  at  1  p.m.  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  June  8.  This  event 
will  be  a  full  afternoon  of  fun  nature 
activities  for  children  and  adults.  The 
grand  finale  will  be  a  barbeque  at  5  p.m. 

There  will  be  nature  walks  in  the  nat- 
ural area  of  the  Canyon  led  by  well- 
known  experts  from  the  Bay  Area.  John 
Hafernik,  professor  of  entomology  at 
San  Francisco  State,  will  lead  a  butter- 
fly and  bug  walk.

Patricia  Winter,  rep- 
resenting the  California  Bat  Conserva- 
tion Fund,  will  bring  some  live  bats 
for  close-up  viewing  during  her  pre- 
sentation on  bats.  Mike  Boom  will  be 
showing  slides  of  mushrooms,  and  Jake 
Sigg  will  present  photos  of  Glen 
Canyon's  wildflowers.  Greg  Gaar  will 
show  historical  images  of  early  San  Fran- 
cisco with  particular  emphasis  on  nat- 
ural areas,  including  Glen  Canyon.

Three  Bay  Area  artists  and  artist  teams 
have  been  selected  by  the  Glen  Park 
Branch  Community  Artist  Selection 
Panel  as  candidates  to  create  an  artwork 
for  the  new  Glen  Park  Branch  Library. 
The  candidates  are  Reddy  Lieb  and 
Linda  Raynsford,  who  work  with  fused 
glass  and  metal  sculptural  elements, 
respectively;  Peter  Mollica,  who  cre- 
ates blown  glass  panels;  and  Jeff 
Northam  and  Rufus  Butler  Seder,  who 
design  glass  tiles  that  depict  the  illusion 
of  motion. 

The  ad  hoc  selection  panel,  estab- 
lished as  part  of  the  Branch  Library 
Improvement  Arts  Master  Plan,  will  now 
select  one  of  the  semifinalists  to  develop 
a  specific  artwork  proposal  for  the 
new  branch.  Presentation  boards  with 
photos  of  past  work  by  each  of  the  con- 
tenders and  a  description  of  how  each 
would  approach  developing  an  artwork 
proposal  for  the  new  Glen  Park  Branch 
will  be  exhibited  at  the  existing  branch 
on  Chenery  Street  for  written  public 
comment. 

The  semifinalists  were  selected 
through  a  process  developed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  and  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  for  the  Branch 
Library  Improvement  Arts  Master  Plan. 
This  plan  was  created  to  guide  the 
process  of  selecting  artworks  for  the  five 


new  library  branches  and  one  renovated 
branch  being  developed  as  part  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library's  Branch 
Library  Improvement  Plan. 

The  Arts  Master  Plan  includes  a  two- 
tiered  artist  selection  process  to  maxi- 
mize community  involvement  in  the 
artist  selection  process  for  each  partic- 
ipating branch.  The  first  tier  established 
a  prequalified  artist  candidate  pool  of 
36  professional  Bay  Area  artists  work- 
ing in  a  wide  variety  of  media.

Our  thriving  Glen  Park  village  is  an 
important  and  unique  San  Francisco 
neighborhood.  With  a  BART  station. 
Interstate  280  and  several  major  thor- 
oughfares. Glen  Park  is  also  an  impor- 
tant transit  hub. 

We  have  to  balance  community  needs, 
neighborhood  character  and  the  transit 
options  in  the  village.  Working  with  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic,  we 
are  improving  traffic  flow  and  pedes- 
trian safety.  DPT  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  making  signal  phase  changes 
on  Bosworth  that  will  reduce  traffic  con- 
gestion and  make  the  intersection's  tim- 
ing safer  for  everyone.  DPT  is  also 
addressing  parking  concerns  by  increas- 
ing enforcement  of  residential  permit 
areas  and  adding  meters  on  Bosworth. 

The  Planning  Department  has 
received  funding  for  the  Glen  Park  Com- 
munity  Planning  Process  to  create  a 
neighborhood  plan  for  the  heart  of  Glen 
Park  and  will  be  seeking  community 
input  over  then  next  several  weeks. 
Check  out  the  Planning  Department  arti- 
cle in  this  issue  for  more  information 
on  the  planning  process  and  how  you 
can  participate. 

There  are  disagreements  about  the 
Glen  Park  Marketplace  but  I  want  the 
much  needed  local  market  and  an 
improved  library  to  be  good  neighbors 
for  the  village.  We  can  protect  the 
uniqueness  of  Glen  Park  while  improv- 
ing services  and  supporting  local 
merchants. 

Parking  continues  to  be  a  major  con- 
cern. In  addition  to  the  work  already 
being  done  by  DPT  to  increase  enforce- 
ment and  add  meters  I  am  working  with 
BART  to  explore  the  possibility  of  dou- 
ble-decking the  BART  parking  lot  to 
take  commuter  pressure  off  the  streets 
and  increase  the  amount  of  space  for 
local  business  customers  and  neighbors. 

I  had  a  wonderful  experience  visit- 
ing our  new  School  of  the  Arts  (SOTA) 
campus  at  the  former  McAteer  High 
School  site.  Principal  Don  Harris  and 
the  incredible  faculty,  students  and  staff 
of  SOTA  are  brimming  with  energy,  tal- 
ent and  creativity.

Will  New  SFO 
BART  Service 
Impact  Riders 
In  Glen  Park?

BART  has  finally  set  what  it  hopes 
is  a  realistic  date  for  the  start  of  its  long- 
delayed  service  to  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport:  Saturday,  June  22.  The 
contractor's  work  is  done  and  since  April 
BART  has  been  testing  and  training  to 
make  sure  everything  will  run  smoothly 
when  passenger  service  begins. 

At  the  Glen  Park  station  about  14,500 
passengers  enter  and  exit  each  week- 
day. These  aren't  all  different  individ- 
uals; most  are  probably  riders  who  leave 
Glen  Park  and  return  later.  Still,  that's 
a  lot  of  individual  trips  in  and  out  of  our 
neighborhood.  If  you  ride  BART  regu- 
larly, you're  probably  wondering  how 
your  commute  will  be  affected  by  an 
influx  of  passengers  from  the  new  sta- 
tions in  South  San  Francisco,  San  Bruno 
and  Millbrae  (a  Caltrain  transfer  hub) 
as  well  as  SFO. 

"The  impact  due  to  [the  new  exten- 
sion to]  SFO  will  really  be  minimal 
for  passengers  in  San  Francisco,"  said 
BART  spokesman  Ron  Rodriguez.  He 
expects  ridership  will  continue  to  be 
heaviest  during  commute  time,  lighter 


at  other  hours;  it's  expected  that  the 
majority  of  new  riders  will  be  Penin- 
sula commuters,  not  airport  travelers. 

BART  isn't  predicting  how  many 
new  riders  will  use  the  extended  line  in 
the  near  term.  Common  sense  tells  us 
that  adding  three  more  suburban  sta- 
tions and  the  airport  link  to  our  line  is 
bound  to  make  seats  scarcer,  since 
BART  has  no  plans  to  add  more  trains. 

Neighborhood  riders  will  have  to 
cross  their  fingers  and  hope  BART  is 
right  about  "minimal  impact."  because 
long-range  environmental  impact  pro- 
jections made  in  1995  predicted  that  by 
2010  some  70,000  new  trips  per  day 
will  originate  from  stations  along  the 
8.7-mile  extension. 

A  trip  between  Glen  Park  and  SFO 
will  cost  $4.40  each  way.  If  you  want 
to  look  over  the  new  extension  without 
exiting  the  system,  the  round-trip  excur- 
sion fare  from  Glen  Park  is  $4.  For  that 
price,  you  can  get  off  and  on  trains  and 
check  out  the  new  stations,  as  long  as 
you  don't  go  through  a  fare  gate 

BART  dispatches  more  than  600 
trains  per  weekday.  Operating  hours 
won't  change  with  the  new  airport 
service.  You  can  find  system  details  in 
the  "All  About  BART"  brochure  avail- 
able at  all  stations,  or  look  on  the  Web 
site,  www.BART.gov.

Bailey's  World: 

The  Story  Behind  the  Names 


Dorothy  Erskine 

During  one  of  my  walks  with  Bailey 
around  Glen  Park,  we  discovered  a  lit- 
tle hilltop  open  space  at  the  end  of 
Martha  Street  near  Baden  Street.  It  is 
the  perfect  place  to  enjoy  a  water  view 
and  a  quiet  moment. 


The  park  was  named  Dorothy  Ersk- 
ine Park  in  1979,  after  Dorothy  Erskine 
( 1 896- 1 982) ,  a  Bay  Area  resident  who 
fought  for  environmental  and  civic 
causes  for  more  than  40  years.  She 
played  a  key  role  in  having  the  land 
for  this  park  preserved  as  open  space  by 
advocating  a  ballot  proposition  in  1974. 

Ms.  Erskine  was  a  writer  and  "pro- 
fessional volunteer."  She  was  a-leader 
behind  the  formation  of  San  Francisco's 
Housing  Authority  and  Redevelopment 
Agency.  According  to  a  1999  interview, 
her  work  on  securing  open  space  began 
with  city  slums.  She  went  into  China- 
town to  do  a  survey  of  conditions  there 

"There'd  be  one  bathroom  for  many, 
many  families  and  one  cold-water  faucet 
in  the  hall,  where  the  water  for  the  entire 
family  would  be  carried  back  and  forth 
in  pitchers  or  buckets.  The  rate  of  tuber- 
culosis was  very,  very  high,  indeed," 
she  recalled.  Her  survey  of  conditions 
she  found  led  to  millions  of  federal  hous- 
ing dollars  coming  into  the  city.  Her 
work  in  city  planning  led  to  an  interest 
in  regional  planning  and  then  to  pre- 
serving open  space. 

Peter  Folger 

Right  in  Glen  Park,  I  have  noticed  a 
sign  over  the  tennis  courts  that  reads 
"Peter  Folger  Tennis  Courts."  Who  could 
that  be,  I  wondered.  "Is  he  related  to  the 
Folger  family,  as  in  Mountain  Grown?"

After  a  little  research,  I  reached  his 
son,  Peter  Folger,  a  partner  in  the  law 
firm  of  Folger,  Levin  and  Kahn  here  in 
San  Francisco.  Yes,  he  said,  the  tennis 
courts  were  named  after  his  father,  who 
formerly  was  the  executive  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  family  business  — Folgers 
Coffee. 

"My  father  was  a  great  tennis  enthu- 
siast," Peter  said.  "He  played  a  mini- 
mum of  twice  a  week."  He  thought  that 
tennis  could  be  a  vehicle  to  help  inner- 
city  children,  teaching  them  exercise 
and  self-discipline,  Peter  continued.  "My 
father  joined  with  some  of  his  civic- 
minded  friends  and  established  the  Youth 
Tennis  Foundation  in  1957-58.  They 
offered  free  tennis  lessons  and  held 
fundraisers  with  pro-circuit  players  com- 
peting and  donating  the  proceeds  to  the 
foundation.  Peter  Folger  Sr.  passed  away 
in  1980  and  Paul  Fay  led  the  effort  to 
name  the  Glen  Park  tennis  courts  in 
his  honor.  It  became  official  in  1981 . 

The  foundation  merged  with  another 
similar  group  a  few  years  ago  and  is  now 
known  as  the  Youth  Tennis  Advantage. 
They  have  added  an  after-school  tutor- 
ing component  to  their  services.

Glen  Park 
Advocates 
For  Peace

As  U.S.  troops  began  the  war  in  Iraq 
on  Thursday,  March  20,  two  groups  of 
peace  advocates  independently  con- 
verged at  the  Glen  Park  BART  station. 
It  was  arguably  the  quietest  (and  least 
costly)  protest  of  a  tumultuous  day. 

Five  neighborhood  women  eschewed 
the  mass  demonstration  and  march  that 
tied  up  the  city  and  drained  the  munic- 
ipal coffers  of  an  estimated  $500,000 
that  day.  Instead,  they  quietly  greeted 
afternoon  commuters  emerging  from 
the  Glen  Park  BART  station  with  hand- 
made signs  and,  for  those  who  stopped 
to  talk,  heartfelt  conversation. 

Lynne  Buckley  decided  that  morn- 
ing she  wanted  to  join  the  demonstra- 
tion that  began  at  the  Civic  Center.  Con- 
cerned about  her  80-year-old  mom's 
safety  in  the  event  of  a  massive  con- 
frontation, her  daughter,  Veronica  Oliva, 
proposed  an  alternative:  they  posted  a 


sign  in  front  of  Bird  &  Beckett  on  Dia- 
mond Street  announcing  their  own 
protest  from  4-6  p.m.  at  the  BART 
station.  Then  they  raided  their  laundry 
room  for  an  ironing  board  and  a  fold- 
ing clothes-drying  rack,  hand-lettered 
two  signs,  gathered  candles  and  set  up 
shop  along  the  Bosworth  Street  side  of 
the  BART  plaza.  A  chilly  wind  defeated 
most  efforts  to  light  their  candles  for 
peace,  but  many  passersby  stopped  to 
sign  the  Quakers'  Iraq  Peace  Pledge. 

Meanwhile,  Sunnyside  resident  Sy 
Russell  and  her  friends  Eve  Segasture 
and  Rhea  Stafford  had 
felt  a  similar  need  to 
speak  out  against  the 
war.  They  stood  qui- 
etly with  their  own 
sign  on  the  Diamond 
Street  sidewalk  at  the 
top  of  the  steps  lead- 
ing to  the  BART  plaza. 

There  were  no 
speeches,  no  anger,  no 
cops,  no  media  (except 
the  Glen  Park  News). 
BART's  reaction 
was  — no  reaction.  A 
spokesman  said  activ- 
ities are  permitted  at 
BART  stations  as  long 
as  they're  outside  the 
paid  area,  aren't  com- 


mercial and  don't  cause  a  disturbance. 

The  heaviest  fighting  in  Iraq  may 
be  over,  but  our  neighborhood  peace 
advocates  haven't  just  gone  back  to  their 
ironing.  Both  groups  of  women  have 
continued  to  show  up  at  BART  a  few 
times  a  month,  to  remind  us  that  world 
peace  is  anything  but  assured.  If  you 
haven't  had  time  to  sign  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee's  peace 
pledge  on  Buckley  and  Oliva's  ironing 
board,  you  can  add  your  voice  by  vis- 
iting www.peacepledge.org.  which  has 
links  to  more  information.

Friends — and 
Bats — Work  in 
Glen  Canyon

Glen  Canyon  Park  and  Recreation 
Center  was  established  as  a  City  park 
in  1922,  but  its  colorful  past  began  in 
the  1850s  when,  as  part  of  the  Rancho 
San  Miguel,  Adolph  Sutro  bought  76 
acres,  and  named  it  "Gum  Tree  Ranch" 
after  the  blue  gum  eucalyptus  trees  he 
had  planted.  The  Crocker  Real  Estate 
Company  bought  the  land  in  1889  to 
develop  a  neighborhood  that  would 
attract  homebuyers.  Crocker  installed  a 
mini-amusement  park  with  an  aviary, 
a  mini-zoo  with  bears,  elephants  and 
monkeys;  a  bowling  alley;  and.  for  extra 
thrills,  hot-air  balloon  rides.  An  intre- 
pid tight-rope  walker  performed  on  a 
wire  stretched  across  the  canyon.  In 
1891,  when  the  Joost  Electric  Street- 
car Company  built  the  Glen  Canyon  line 
linking  the  neighborhood  to  downtown 
San  Francisco,  homebuyers  flocked.  Fif- 
teen years  later  the  park  became  a 
refugee  camp  for  those  made  home- 
less by  the  earthquake  and  fire  of  1 906. 

From  1 907-1922, Glen  Canyon  Park 
was  operated  as  a  picnic  ground,  mainly 
for  adults.  Crocker  Real  Estate  added 
tables  and  benches,  a  baseball  diamond 
and  a  running  track.  It  was  fenced  and 
rented  to  organizations  for  company  pic- 
nics that  often  turned  into  boisterous 
drinking  brawls.  Neighborhood  children 
had  to  find  other  places  to  play.  Con- 
cerned residents  urged  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Recreation  Commission  to  acquire 
the  property  for  use  as  a  playground, 
and  in  1922  the  City  bought  the  101- 
acre  Glen  Canyon  Park  and  Recre- 
ation Center  site. 

The  park's  history  holds  particular 
interest  for  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park's  Richard  Craib.  When  the  Works 


Progress  Administration  (WPA)  began 
to  construct  the  Rec  Center  in  1 937 ,  his 
grandfather.  William  "Bill"  Craib  Sr. 
was  foreman  on  the  job  and  his  uncle. 
Bill ,  Jr.  drove  the  dump  truck.  The  build- 
ing includes  an  auditorium,  which  hosts 
community  meetings,  yoga  classes  and 
ping  pong  games,  and  a  gym.  Outdoors 
are  two  softball  fields,  tennis  courts  and 
a  play  area. 

In  succeeding  years,  the  neighbor- 
hood has  successfully  fought  off  dump- 
ing problems  and  ill-conceived  plans 
like  building  public  housing,  widening 
O'Shaughnessy  Boulevard,  and  flood- 
ing the  canyon  with  cars  bringing  chil- 
dren to  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp  instead 
of  the  buses  formerly  used. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  continuous 
leadership,  the  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon 
Park  group  was  formed  in  1986.  The 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  has 
declared  Glen  Canyon  one  of  the  city's 
six  "Significant  Natural  Resource  Areas" 
(the  top  category  in  the  department's 
Natural  Areas  Program)  and  the  Friends 
are  dedicated  to  increasing  public  appre- 
ciation of  it  and  to  restoring  its  origi- 
nal vegetation  and  animal  habitat.  They 
involve  the  Native  Plant  Society  in  their 
restoration  efforts,  substituting  nati\e 
plants  for  exotic,  invasive  species. 

Currently  the  Friends  are  completing 
their  mosquito-abatement  campaign  with 
the  installation  of  nine  bat  houses  adja- 
cent to  the  creek.  Like  streams  and 
brooks  elsewhere,  Islais  Creek,  which 
begins  in  Glen  Canyon,  attracts  mos- 
quitoes, known  to  be  standard  nour- 
ishment for  bats.  "Our  plan  was 
approved  by  the  California  Bat  Con- 
servation Fund,"  says  Craib,  adding  that 
volunteers  built  the  houses  according  to 
the  fund's  specifications. 

Inside  the  park's  symbolically  green 
brochure  is  the  map  for  a  self-guided 
tour,  with  notes  on  its  flora,  fauna  and 
landscape.  "The  goal  of  our  activities," 
Craib  declares,  "is  to  help  people  under- 
stand, protect  and  enjoy  the  beauty  of 
this  unique  city  park

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Shared  Cars 
Are  a  Success 
In  Glen  Park

When  the  growing  nonprofit  organi- 
zation City  CarShare  brought  two  of  its 
Volkswagens  to  our  neighborhood  last 
August,  they  were  pretty  sure  their  new 
Glen  Park  "pod"  would  be  successful. 
Usage  of  the  cars  hasn't  disappointed 
them. 

"Glen  Park  is  an  ideal  neighborhood 
for  car  sharing,  especially  because  of 
BART,"  says  Annie  Bourdon,  City  Car- 
Share's  San  Francisco  director.  "In  many 
of  our  locations  the  cars  are  very  busy 
on  weekends,  with  lots  less  demand  dur- 
ing the  week.  But  the  two  Glen  Park 
cars  are  utilized  steadily  on  weekdays 
as  well  as  weekends." 

Proximity  to  BART -the  VW  new 
beetle  and  Jetta  wagon  are  stationed  in 


the  commuter  lot  across  Bosworth  Street 
from  the  station— is  one  reason  for  the 
steady  usage.  Riders  easily  make  the 
transition  from  transit  to  the  VWs.  Four 
Muni  bus  lines  pass  the  BART  station, 
giving  city  residents  another  connection 
to  the  cars.  About  80  percent  of  City 
CarShare's  2,500  members  live  in  San 
Francisco.  Altogether,  the  agency  has 
about  85  cars  at  40  Bay  Area  loca- 
tions 

While  the  Glen  Park  cars  are  busy, 
"Spontaneous  reservations  are  still  pos- 
sible," says  Tammy  Williams,  member 
services  associate.  Members  can  reserve 
the  cars  24/7.  on  line  or  by  phone.  Appli- 
cations for  membership  and  informa- 
tion about  the  program  are  at  the  Web 
site,  www.citycarshare.org.  A  refund- 
able $300  deposit  is  charged  after  you 
pass  a  driving  record  check.  There's  a 
$10  monthly  fee.  plus  usage  charges— 
but  the  average  City  CarShare  mem- 
ber pays  considerably  less  than  the  cost 
of  owning  and  maintaining  a  private 
auto,  the  agency  points  out. 


With  City  CarShare  just  a  couple  of  blocks  from  his  Glen  Park  home,  Larry 
Tenney  frequently  uses  one  of  their  local  vehicles  for  errands.  But  this  month  he 
took  BART  to  Berkeley  and  switched  to  a  CarShare  auto  there  to  drive  to  an  event 
in  Tilden  Park.  The  former  truck  and  bus  driver  says  he's  glad  to  be  free  of  car- 
ownership  hassles  and  costs;  he  hasn't  owned  one  since  his  last  car  was  stolen 
several  years  ago.

Loud  Music — 
Want  to  Play?

What's  loud,  takes  100+  people  to 
put  together  and  is  "officially"  San  Fran- 
cisco? It's  probably  not  what  you're 
thinking.  It's  the  San  Francisco  Rene- 
gades Drum  and  Bugle  Corps,  pro- 
claimed the  "Official  Drum  and  Bugle 
Corps  of  San  Francisco"  in  1999  by 
Mayor  Willie  Brown.  If  you  saw  the 
Chinese  New  Years  Day  parade,  this 
was  the  loud  group  in  black,  with  the 
red  headbands. 

The  Renegades  were  formed  in  1996 
by  seven  people,  wielding  only  their 
passion  for  the  activity  and  half  a  ham 
sandwich.  Today  it's  over  1 20  members 
strong,  with  ages  ranging  from  19  to 
over  60.  While  drum  corps  in  Califor- 
nia has  traditionally  been  a  youth  activ- 
ity—the Santa  Clara  Van  Guard  and  the 
Concord  Blue  Devils  are  junior  corps 
where  you  "age  out"  at  22— there  are 
now  three  senior  corps  in  California— 
the  Renegades,  the  Sacramento  River 
City  Regiment,  and  SoCal  Dream. 

This  is  not  your  grandfather's  drum 
corps  (I  can't  say  father,  because  some 
Renegades  members  are  actually  old 
enough  to  be  mine)  that  plays  John  Philip 
Sousa  marches,  and  walks  down  the 
street  in  block  formation  during  parades 
(though  the  Renegades  have  been  known 
to  do  that  occasionally).  Modern  drum 
corps  play  an  amazing  variety  of  music 
of  all  styles  (Latin,  ja//.  classical,  rock 
and  others)  arranged  for  the  brass  and 


percussion  instruments  that  make  up  the 
group.  For  a  sample,  you  can  go  to 
http://www.renegades.org/media/audio/ 
and  listen  to  MP3s  of  last  year's  field 
show:  America  the  Beautiful,  Mambo. 
and  Bohemian  Rhapsody. 

Renegades'  2003  premier  took  place 
at  the  Loud  Music  Symposium  at  the 
Yerba  Buena  Center  on  April  27(paid 
admission  included  a  complimentary 
and  very  necessary  pair  of  ear  plugs). 
This  year's  music  includes  J.  S.  Bach's 
immortal  Prelude  and  Fugue  in  D  Minor, 
the  theme  from  Halloween,  Russian 
Christmas  Music  by  Alfred  Reed,  music 
from  the  movie  The  Matrix  Niner-Two, 
by  Don  Ellis,  and  Tears  in  Heaven  by 
Eric  Clapton.  An  eclectic  mix,  for  sure, 
but  one  that  begins  to  make  sense  once 
you  know  the  theme:  good  vs.  evil. 

Upcoming  Field  show  performances 
will  be  announced  on  the  Renegades 
Web  site  as  they  approach,  so  check  back 
if  you  want  to  see  the  group  in  its  full, 
outdoor,  marching  splendor.  Field  shows 
are  not  only  musical,  but  visual  feasts. 
The  group  creates  beautiful  forma- 
tions at  dizzying  speeds,  the  color  guard 
performs  amazing  tricks  with  their  bod- 
ies, their  flags  and  other  equipment,  and 
percussionists  play  the  drums  so  fast  the 
sucks  in  their  hands  become  a  blur. 

If  you're  interested  in  participating 
in  all  this  action,  it's  not  too  late  to 
join  for  2003 .  The  Renegades  still  need 
a  few  horn  players  and  one  more  snare 
drummer.

cials  said  the  budget  has  good  news  and 
bad  news  for  Glen  Park  residents.  The 
good  news  is  that  in  light  of  signifi- 
cant cuts  in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District's  summer  school  pro- 
gram. City  Hall  plans  to  expand  pro- 
grams for  kids  at  both  the  Glen  Canyon 
Park  and  Christopher  recreation  centers 
during  the  summer. 

Officials  hope  to  start  a  latchkey  pro- 
gram for  6-9  year  olds  at  Christopher 
Playground,  adjacent  to  the  Diamond 
Heights  shopping  center,  from  9  a.m.-6 
p.m.  daily.  The  program,  which  would 
cost  users  $80  a  month,  would  include 
arts  and  crafts,  outdoor  activities  and 
field  trips.  Rec  and  Park  spokeswoman 
Becky  Ballinger  said  the  program  is  con- 
tingent on  getting  money  from  the 
mayor's  office  of  children,  youth  and 
families,  along  with  charitable  dona- 
tions. As  of  mid-April,  she  said  the 
prospect  looks  more  good  than  bad. 
Another  existing  latchkey  program  for 
6- 1 2  year  olds  at  Glen  Canyon  Park  is 
expected  to  have  expanded  hours  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

Ballinger  cautioned,  however,  that 
the  worst  is  yet  to  come.  "The  mes- 
sage here  is  that  the  pain  is  going  to  be 
felt  later,"  she  said.  "We're  definitely 
gearing  up  for  the  summer.  Come  fall 
is  when  we'll  definitely  start  feeling  the 
impact."  That  impact,  said  Angela 
Maestri,  assistant  recreation  supervisor 
for  Glen  Park  and  adjacent  neighbor- 
hoods, may  mean  the  Glen  Canyon  Park 
rec  center  will  be  open  less.  One  plan 
on  the  table  is  to  close  rec  centers  at  least 
one  day  a  week. 

Park  maintenance  also  may  slip,  with 
a  good  chance  that  vacancies  in  the  ranks 


of  gardeners  and  custodians  may  not  be 
filled.  Ballinger  said  to  expect  more 
trash,  more  weeds  and  longer  delays  in 
getting  things  like  broken  park  benches 
fixed. 

When  it  comes  to  maintenance  in 
other  areas  in  Glen  Park,  such  as  the 
sidewalks  and  streets,  that  too  may  be 
cut.  Mohammed  Nuru,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  director  of  oper- 
ations, noted  that  half  the  environmen- 
tal control  officer  crew  has  been  cut. 
Efforts  are  under  way  to  fully  restore  it 
with  the  creation  of  a  "litter  court."  in 
which  revenue  from  fines  would  go  back 
into  the  program.  The  environmental 
control  officers  write  tickets  for  litter- 
ing and  illegal  dumping  and  go  after 
merchants  who  don't  keep  their  side- 
walks clean. 

Alex  Mamak,  another  DPW  official, 
said  state  cuts  in  grants  for  street  repair 
may  mean  more  potholes  in  Glen  Park 
and  other  neighborhoods  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Graffiti  clean-up  and  street  clean- 
ing also  could  be  hampered  if  the  cuts 
run  deep. 

There  also  has  been  talk  of  reducing 
the  number  of  fire  stations  in  the  city, 
a  money-saving  plan  that  could  affect 
Glen  Park.  But  under  tremendous  pres- 
sure from  the  politically  powerful  fire- 
fighters union,  the  mayor  and  supervi- 
sors probably  will  back  oft  that  proposal, 
which  originally  came  from  the  mayor's 
budget  office. 

The  true  impact  of  the  budget  crisis 
on  our  neighborhood  is  still  not  known. 
And  even  though  some  proposed  ser- 
vice cuts,  such  as  the  closure  of  a  resi- 
dential mental  health  program  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital,  are  not 
within  Glen  Park's  borders,  the  rever- 
berations still  could  be  felt  close  to  home*.

will  be  a  community  planning  process, 
in  direct  discussions  with  the  neigh- 
borhood. Much  of  the  work  will  be  done 
in  the  neighborhood.  The  Planning 
Department,  its  partner  agencies  and  the 
consultant  team  will  hold  community 
workshops  in  which  the  entire  neigh- 
borhood will  be  invited  and  encouraged 
to  participate  actively.  The  department 
will  post  announcements  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  mail  notices  to  all  residents, 
property  owners,  businesses  and  neigh- 
borhood groups. 

The  same  team  will  hold  a  weeklong 


planning  charrette  in  a  yet-to-be  deter- 
mined public  location  in  Glen  Park. 
There,  we  will  work  and  discuss  issues 
in  a  venue  open  to  the  public  during  nor- 
mal business  hours,  and  in  a  series  of 
more  formal  workshops  the  work  that 
is  being  done  will  be  shared  with  the 
public.  There  will  likely  be  neighbor- 
hood walk-abouts  and  tours  to  discuss 
issues  on  the  ground.
